Christian Scientists sing their church song, 
“Stand porter at the gate of thought"; Yogas 
use slow motion exercises while concentrat 
ing on various chackras in the body, and 
Rosit-rucians practice “complete breathing’ 
with knowledge that prana, or the positive 
vibratory energy of the universe, is entering 
the blood through their lungs and thus going 
to all parts of their bodies. And the laiety 
has scoffed for centuries. 


But it all makes sense now. Or so says a 
front page story in the prestigious Wall Street 
Journal, which quotes experiments by scores 
of scientists, who are finding that the “mind 
can control involuntary functioning of the 
glands and thus control temperature, heart¬ 
beat, hormonal secretions, etc., to speed the 
correction of certain ailments, even cure some 
diseases.” 


Scientists have scoffed because they could 
not prove what Christian Scientists, Yogas 
md Rosierueians have known for a long time. 

But a few scientists kept on trying to find 
the Truth 

And now. says the Wail Street Journal, they 
have “discovered that the involuntary nerv¬ 
ous system can actually be controlled by the 
mind."

But, the scientists have found, the system 
cannot restore an organ that has been dam¬ 
aged. 

Maybe Mary Baker Eddy was at least par¬ 
tially right when she maintained that man 
should never allow' a negative thought to sink 
into the unconscious —• because she said it, 
would work itself out. Thus her song, “Stand 
porter at iiie gate of thought.” 

And maybe Yogas by concentrating and 
exercising have extended their lives past the 
100 year mark. And maybe Rosierueians were 
right in breathing the positive element of the 
universe into their blood to join the negative 
food and liquid thus animating their beings 
and restoring declining functionings.

EKU GEOLOGIST ELECTED - 
Dr. Donald C. Haney, chairman 
of the Geological Department 
at Eastern Kentucky University 
Richmond, last week W'as elect 
ed president of the Geological 
Society of Kentucky. It was 
the third honor to come to Dr. 
Haney this spring. He was pick¬ 
ed as one of 20 geologists from 
four-year colleges of the nation 
to participate in geological field 
studies in Spain, and earlier 
he had been named faculty re¬ 
presentative on the EKU Board 
of Regents. The Kentucky Geo¬ 
logical Society is a 200-member 
organization devoted to the pro¬ 
motion of the science of geolo¬ 
gy.

TWO SAGE OPINIONS 


Two sage opinions caught our attention 
during our readings the past week. 

First, was this from Fayette County Judge 
Robert Stephens in a speech at Booneville 
accepting the State VFWs award for “out¬ 
standing administration of fiscal affairs, his 
strong stand in behalf of law and order, and 
his specific efforts to curb juvenile delinquen¬ 
cy, particularly drug abuse." Said Judge Step¬ 
hens— 

“If we object to the law, let us amend it, 
modify it, repeal it — but while it is the law, 
let us all obey it. The law is the protector of 
all citizens.” 


And said former British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan, who succeeded Anthony 
Eden after the disastrous Suez affair in 1957, 
of France’s De Gaulle— 


“General de Gaulle was a great man and 
1 think I helped him a lot in Algiers (in World 
War II) for which he had an affection for me. 
But of course he lived in the past. He thou¬ 
ght. . .a single country of Europe could dom¬ 
inate the world. 

“Like all people he became to an extent a 
victim of his propaganda. He also had a real 
hatred of the Americans and a kind of love- 
hate complex to the British. 

“The truth is — and I may be cynical, but 
I fear it’s true — that if Hitler had danced 
in London, we’d have had no trouble with da 
Gaulle. If we’d given in to Hitler, we’d have 
had no trouble with de Gaulle. 

“W r hat he couldn't forgive us is that we 
held on, and that we saved France. People 
can forgive an injury, but they can hardly 
ever forgive a benefit." 


OBSENITY LAW UPHELD 
— The Kentucky Court of Ap¬ 
peals last week upheld con¬ 
stitutionality of the state’s law 
against selling obscene litera¬ 
ture on a case from Mc- 
Craken county. The high 
court rejected the defendant’s 
contention the law was uncon¬ 
stitutional, and that his con¬ 
vection for selling obscene 
literature was discriminatory. 

1 Conceding it had not under¬ 
taken a more detailed analysis 
of the magazines in question 
except to note certain pic¬ 
tures, the court said the ma¬ 
terial was similar in all re¬ 
spects to that in an earlier 
case in which it held the 
subject matter was obscene.

GORGE IS STILL TREATENED BY PLANNED DAM 


(The Courier-Journal) 

A SENSE OF relief, as well as an air of good 
feeling prevailed at the meeting last week 
when officials of Kentucky and the Army 
Corps of Engineers agreed on the site and 
iize of the Red River dam. This is understand¬ 
able, for the dam has been the subject of long 
and bitter conflict. But it is too early yet to 
assume that the agreed-upon damsite and 
lake level will please everyone concerned, or 
that present plans will provide needed pro¬ 
tection for the Red River Gorge. 

Corps officials have announced that a pub¬ 
lic hearing will be held later this year in the 
Red Rixer area to explain plans for the lake 
and dam, and it is likely that some sharp 
questions will be asked by people concerned 
primarily with the Gorge. There should be 
Even the Engineers admit that the proposed, 
impoundment poses danger to the plant and 
animal life of the Gorge. And before Ken¬ 
tucky accepts damage to a priceless natural 
area i t should know exactly how great 
the damage is going to be, and whether the 
uncertain value of flood control and water stor¬ 
age justifies it. 

Damage at flood level 

It was mildly disturbing to see state offi¬ 
cials accept as a compromise a seasonal pool 
level of 703 feet for the proposed lake, rather 
than the 700 feet that conservationists had 
asked as a maximum. This is seven feet lower 
than the Engineers had originally proposed. 
But in view of the fact that the lake impound¬ 
ed by the lower damsite will cover 3,180 acres, 
whereas the damsite originally urged by the 
Engineers would have covered only 2,900 acres, 
it is obvious that the dam height and lake 
level could have been lower and still would 
have stored as much water as was orginally 
planned for. 

But the real danger to the Gorge will come 
not from the lake at its normal pool stage, 
but from flooding of the area when the lake 


is at its maximum flood level, that is, when the 
dam is shut to ease flood damage downstream. 
Then the water will rise 56 feet above normal 
levels. This will be about 30 feet higher than 
the river now reaches when it is in flood, 
and the damage caused by muddy flood waters 
is nut bard to imagine. 

Not only would this put 60 feet of muddy 
water over the rare and valuable plant life 
growing along the banks of the Red River 
and along the slopes of the Gorge. It wouid 
necessitate relocating at a higher level at least 
2,400 feet of the road now running througii 
the Gorge, causing further disturbance and 
damage of the forest area with a subsequent 
erosion and loss of trees and topsoil. 

The fact that the dam and lake plans have 
been approved by a Massachusetts planning 
firm is not especially persuasive. What has 
been reported to date on the firm’s study sug¬ 
gests that it’s unscientifically vague in its 
bland assurances that wildlife driven out by 
the lake wdl “probably relocate elsewhere 
in the Gorge,” and that damage to plant life 
will not be serious. Four studies, by Professors 
Carl Clerk and Roger Barbour of the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky, Paul D. Higgins of the Uni¬ 
versity of Louisville and D. L. Treadway of 
Eastern Kentucky University, cast doubt on 
these claims. As the Higgins report states, 
flooding by the planned dam “will be of suf¬ 
ficient frequency and deration to cause a 
high degree of damage to the flora of this 
area ” Dr. Clark has voiced similar terms about 
wildlife. 

Before Congress votes money for this proj¬ 
ect, and before Kentucky resigns itself to 
making the Red River Gorge a seasonal mud 
puddle the whole plan should be given a very 
careful examination. If the Engineers are is 
sincerely converted to the cause of conserva¬ 
tion as they now claim, they should be eager 
to insure workable alternatives to the dam are 
not feasible

In a tour this week of his 
discovery, Hutchins explained 
that he and Dr. John W. Gable- 
inan, chief of resource appraisal 
for the AEC, made the discov¬ 
ery but (lid not include it in 
tile final 250 pace SlN’IS report 
since tlie scope of the study was 
to map existing uranium de¬ 
posits known before the study 
and net those discovered dur¬ 
ing the study.

He adds that the Bell Branch 
occurence probably will never 
be mined because of govern¬ 
ment ownership and its scenic 
beauty, but the fact that such 
high grade uranium has been 
discovered in Kentucky means 
that it probably exists else¬ 
where.

I to the Morehead and Ashland 
, area. He has walked almost 
every mile of the main roads 
in the gorge, prospecting for 
) uranium with his $900 portable 
: scintillation counter, a high- 
powered Geiger counter. 

In all areas, Hutchins says, 
j the uranium could be deep-min¬ 
ed or quarried with little dam¬ 
age to the surface of the land. 
Hutchins, who has visited uran- 
I ium mines in Western United 
States, describes the operation 
as “clean mining" as opposed 
to the unsightly mining of coal.

Core samples have already 
shown commercial-grade ore. 

Elmore Grim, state director 
of strip-mine reclamation, vow¬ 
ed in an interview that his of- 
iiee would “never, never’’ ap¬ 
prove mining or quarrying per¬ 
mits in the gorge. 

If necessary. Grim said, he 
would call a public hearing and 
propose changes in the state 
strip-mine law to ensure state 
control of the mining of pre¬ 
cious minerals. Such control is 
not now provided. Precious 
metals were not know to exist 
in significant amounts in Ken¬ 
tucky until recent years. 

Grim said the companies 
would be free to deep-mine the 
ores, since there are no state- 
or federal regulations on the 
aesthetics of deep-mine opera¬ 
tions. 

Lionel F. Deacon, owner of 
Lionel F. Deacon, a Louisville- 
based mineral explorations firm, 
said this week that his company 
has taken core samples from 
several sites along the rim of 
the gorge but added that speci¬ 
fic mining plans will depend on 
technical analyses of the sam¬ 
ples. 

Deacon, whose firm owns 70 
per cent of the 15.000 acres of 
leased mineral rights, explain¬ 
ed in a telephone interview 
that his samples have already 
indicated “workable” amounts 
of coal in and around the gorge 
and said that he plans to meet 
with coal operators in the near 
future to discuss possible min¬ 
ing operations in the gorge 
area. 

Hopefully, Deacon added, the 
coal mining operation would 
help finance the expensive ex¬ 
ploration and extraction of more 
precious minerals if analyses of 
his core samples are encourag¬ 
ing. He expects a report on the 
samples fiom a West Coast firm 


in about two weeks. 

Working with Deacon in pros¬ 
pecting, leasing and exploring 
the gorge country is Nuclear 
and Space Minerals. Ine., found 
ed in May 1970 by John R. Hut¬ 
chins, a Kentucky geologist 
who discovered radioactive ore 
in the gorge while working on 
a study of uranium in Kentucky 
for the U.S. Atomic Energy 
Commission.

Exploring operations in the 
gorge country came to light re¬ 
cently as officials of the two 
companies explained their hop- 


incorporation papers filed in 
Frankfort by Hutchins and four 
other charter members of the 
corporation, state that the com¬ 
pany was formed for “the pro¬ 
curement of mineral leaseholds 
and the exploration, develop¬ 
ment, recovery, refining, and 
marketing of all minerals there¬ 
on .. . and to carry on all op- 
perations incidental and nec¬ 
essary thereto and to do any 
and all things necessary and 
relevant to exploration, deve¬ 
lopment, recovery, refining, and 
marketing with power to buy, 
sell, convey, lease. .

“If it didn’t hold the seeds 
of tragedy for the priceless 
valley, the situation would be 
almost comic. There is some¬ 
thing absolutely eerie about 
the attraction of the Gorge 
j for spoilers of one sort or 
another. Ever since it burst 
upon public attention a decade 
ago, when the nearby Moun¬ 
tain Parkway gave the public 
easy access to it, the Gorge 
has been threatened by a 
succession of would-be exploi¬ 
ters. If the Army Corps of 
Engineers is not threatening 
to flood it witb a dam, the 
J Forest Service is denuding its 
slopes with clear-cutting, pic¬ 
nickers are strewing it with 
garbage or subdividors ai e 
hacking it into stamp-size 
building lots. 

“Now’ two mining compan¬ 
ies have leased 15.000 acres 
in and around the Gorge in 
hopes of mining coal and uran¬ 
ium. If they are allowed to 
do so. the resulting damage 
will dwarf that done by the 
Engineers and their dam. 
Anv massive removal or dis¬ 
turbance of earth surface along 
the rim of the Gorge or in 
tlie Red River watershed is 
bound to have lethal effects 
on the river and its tributar¬ 
ies. 

“These are small stream*, 
easily killed by the type of 1 
acid pollution caused by run¬ 
off from deep or strip mines. 
The rare plant and animal 
life along the steep slopes of 
the Gorge and the heavily- 
vegetated river bottom lands 
is especially susceptible to 
destruction by siltation. If 
people start strip mining the

1 have received many tele¬ 
grams, letters and postcards in 
support of the bill, indicating 
i deep concern and a determin- 
d effort, to find a cure for 
this dread disease. According to 
statistics, it is estimated one out 
of four Americans who are now 
alive will some day develop 
•ancer unless the present rate 
of incidence can be reduced. 

For years, the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment has supported cancer 
esearch through the Cancer 
nstitute which is a component 
if the National Institutes of 
’lealth. Last vear. Congress ap- 
oropriated $230,383,000 for the 
"ancer Institute. In the Presi¬ 
dent’s budget message to Con- 
tress this year, he recommend¬ 
'd $232,234,000. In his February 
18 message to Congress, the 
President also asked for $100 
nillion (in addition to the 
S232.234 requested for the Can¬ 
cer Institute) for the research 
effort. 

The President also is asking 
the Congress to establish a new 
Cancer-Cure Program within the 
National Institutes of Health. 
The program would have inde¬ 
pendent budgetary status and 
its Director would be responsi¬ 
ble directly to the President. 
The Director would be support¬ 
ed by a new management group. 
The President is also recom¬ 
mending a new Cancer-Cure Ad¬ 
visory Committee to provide ad¬ 
vice and assistance to those 
who lead the Cancer-Cure Pro¬ 
gram. 

Senate bill 34 differs from 
these efforts primarily in the 
fact that it would remove the 
responsibility for cancer resear¬ 
ch from the National Institutes 
of Health and establish an in¬ 
dependent agency known as the 
National Cancer Authority, 

It is my hope that through 
extensive hearings and debate, 
the Congress can determine the 
best vehicle for conducting can¬ 
cer research. 

I want to support the best 
organization and program, and 
I will determine my position 
when I have heard the evidence. 
I consider that study of the 
proposals is a proper function 
of a member of the Congress. 
I want you to know that I ap¬ 
preciate your letter and deep 
interest.
